WHEREAS  it  is  considered  advisable  to  widen 
the  River  Road  from  the  junction  of  Fourth 
Street  and  Eburne  Avenue  to  Oak  Street  from  the 
present  width  of  sixty-six  (00)  feet  to  a width  of 
eighty  (SO)  feet:
